Teachers, there is an immense field 
of work lying before us which, perhaps, 
has not yet been touched nor noticed 
by many of those engaged in teaching. 
This may be entirely unknown to some 
of us, but it is, we believe, a true fact. 
Do you suppose all the teachers have 
stopped to think that they every day 
do help the pupils in forming good and 
bad habits?

TEACHERS FOR THE PHIUPMNES. 

The War Departament of the 
United States is posting; notices of the 
great need of American Teachers for 
the- Philippines. It announces that t20 
teachers will be needed at the begin-* 
ning of the next school year which 
opens on the Qth of June 19O7. Those 
passing the required examination will 
be eligible to appointmet within a 
year, but this period may be exten- 
ded to two years. Out of 126 tea- 
chers about fifty wi 1 receiv^e a salary 
of $ 1200 per annum, and the rest 
$ 1000 per annum. In addition to the 
number required at the beginning of 
the year other appointments may be 
tnade from ttme^ 10 time ^o that a 
person that can not leave the States in 
April can leave latter.

Go, 
boldly, and say you want work, you 
want the deducted salary back.
